“Send them this sort af thing,” 
he cried, “Would you have me 
corrupt my young people with 
dances and movies like that?’

, developed countries who live in 
povetry and in great lack of 
modern comforts. 


Habitual Emphasis 


This habitual emphasis by the 
Russians of the propaganda of 
sacrifice and individual contribu- 
tion worries students of our own 
development. Personnel and em- 
ployment counselors and psy- 
chologists all say that a disturb- 
ing development in America is a 
feeling on the part of the indi- 
vidual of remoteness from his 
country’s problems and achieve- 
ments. 


“The problems are so vast and 
the major projects are so in- 
volved with science, that more 
and more Americans are asking, 
‘What can one person do?’’ The 
growing bigness and complexity 
of domestic and foreign issues; 
the astonishing and mysterious 
details of missiles and satellites, 
all tend to make the average 
citizen feel separated from what 
goes on. - 


President Kennedy, in urging 
that the people ask what they can 
do for their country, not what it 
can do for them, struck a recep- 
tive chord in the hearts of mil- 
lions. Americans are willing to 
sacrifice and serve. The Ameri- 
can people very much want to 
share in all their country 
must do.

at “indirect aggression’”’ ranging 
from the abolishment of the Cu- 
ban sugar quota to the landing of 
the ‘‘mercenaries.”’ 


‘Now there is nothing left to 
them but direct aggression,” he 
said. “‘We face it now as a con- 
seauence of their defeat.” 


Premier Castro, then, in effect, 
conditioned the lives of the 458 
rebel prisoners he said his forces 
captured on the Cochinos Bay 
beachhead on the immediate halt 
by the United States of ‘‘aggres- 
sion plans’” and of sending into 
Cuba of terrorists and weapons.

Eichmann 
Killed Boy, 
Israel Says 


JERUSALEM (AP) Adolf 
Eichmann’s Israeli prosecutors 
disclosed Sunday they will offer 
proof the man they call a master 
of the Nazi science of massacre 
murdered one Jew with his own 
hands. 


Eichmann is not specifically 
charged with murder in Israel’s 
formal indictment against him but 
the proof will be introduced, the 
prosecution source said, to: 


1. Refute Eichmann’s argument 
that he was only a subordinate 
concerned with keeping Nazi de- 
portation trains running from as- 
sembly points ali over Europe to 
wartime extermination camps in 
the East. 


2. To show that Eichmann har- 
bored a pathological hatred of 
Jews despite his claim he never 
was anti-Semitic. 


Atty. Gen. Gideon Hausner al- 
luded to the barehanded murder 
in his opening prosecution state- 
ment. But it was not made clear 
then that proof would be intro- 
duced. According to Hausner, 
Eichmann flew into a rage when 
he caught a Jewish boy stealing 
peaches from a tree in the gar- 
den of a home taken over by the 
Nazis in Hungary during the war, 
seized the boy and beat him to 
death. 


Eichmann declared he was 
“always a dutiful official who 
did what I was ordered to do, but 
I never killed a man.”

Missing 
At Parley 


COQUILHATVILLE, The Congo 
(UPI)—AIl but one of the Congo’s 
major political leaders arrived in 
this equatorial province capital 
Sunday for the second phase of 
their agreement to set up a con- 
federation of Congolese states. 


The missing man was Antoine 
Gizenga, Soviet-backed boss of 
Oriental Province in Stanleyville, 
who refused to attend the first 
Congo summit conference at 
Tananarive, Madagascar, last 
month. 


This time, according to a source 
close to central Congolese Presi- 
dent Joseph Kasavubu, Gizenga’s 
own troops are threatening to ar- 
rest him if he does not join other 
Congolese leaders here. 


“It is shameful for us Germans 
to have to admit that in part of 
our fatherland, the West Germén 
Federal Republic, the backers, 
wirepullers followers of the Nazi 
and militarist criminals have re- 
gained the upper hand.

Our Schools Reflect 


Community Interest 


Atlanta's public school system now 
has heen in existence for 90 years. In 
commemoration of the event, to trace its 
progress and to point up the community's 
continuing responsibility, the city educa- 
tion department has scheduled displays, 
special programs and other events during 
the current week. 


Atlanta does have a good school sys- 
tem, efficiently administered and in tune 
with what the community demands and 
is willing to pay for. The contrast be- 
tween now and its establishment 90 years 
ago shows how far we have come. But to 
accept it as perfect without acknowledg- 
ing the continuing problem would be 
dodging a community responsibility. 

Providing education is a two-way 
street. As one educator reminds us, the 
schools belong to the people and reflect 
what they demand in the way of educa- 
tion for their children. Few of us stop to 
think of the demand we have made on 
the schools, their administrators and 
teachers. That demand simply is to edu- 
cate all the children of all the people, 
regardless of ability and aptitudes. 


Under this setup the task of educators 
to provide quality education has been 
doubly tough. Schools have had to adapt 
themselves to a mass average, out of 
which has come much gifted leadership 
and well-adjusted citizens. Where quality 
has been lacking, it is directly traceable 
to the American dream of equal educa- 
tional opportunity for all. 


Our educational effort, then, is in di- 
rect response to the demands of the com- 
munity. Its aim has been to equip our 
children as best it can to adjust them- 
selves to their environment, economic and 
social. Criticism directed at schools and 
teachers actually is a criticism by the 
people of their own handiwork. 


So during the current week, all citizens 
should take the opportunity of becoming 
better informed about the progress and 
the problems of their schools. We can- 
not achieve our educational objectives 
without cooperation between those who 
demand schools for all and those whom 
we expect to provide the tools of learn- 
ing.

In City, County Warfare 


When city and county governments 
become so jealous of their respective pow- 
ers that they fail to cooperate, the tax- 
payer is the loser. 

Neither can give citizens their money’s 
worth in services if there is.a constant tug 
of war leading to overlapping of func- 
tions or, as the case may be, a lack of 
functions in a vital field. 

An increasing number of Georgia com- 
munities are taking the realistic approach 
or at least contemplating it.

Should Receive Priority 


Cobb County has joined the growing 
ranks of local governments investigating 
the possibilities of launching a tax equali- 
zation program. 

Several counties already have taken 
the plunge and have found it to be a re- 
warding experience.

Freedom Da! 
Castro Nyet! 


WASHINGTON—One brief light pierced the 
blue funk of failure that envelops this city 
when several hundred students from Georgetown, 
George Washington, Catholic, and American Universities marched 
up K Street to demonstrate against the Soviet Embassy. 

They broke the rule that forbids demonstrations within 500 feet 
of an embassy. So the police shooed them away, arresting six. It 
was little more than a gesture—not the organized riot that Communist 
stage Managers produce s0 mintuby. 


But it was good to see an American youth swinging a sign that 
said, ‘Freedom Da, Castro Nyet.’’ (One youth carried a placard 
denouncing someone familiar as a tyrant. “Who's he?” a spectator 
asked. “‘My chemistry teacher.” the student replied.) 

The demonstration cheered me up. At least somebody in this 
town besides President Kennedy was trying to express what freedom 
is for. But neither the students nor the President did a satisfactory 
job of it. 

Mr. Kennedy has determined that our past tactics against com- 
munism are inadequate. He has called in Gen. Maxwell Taylor to 
work on the military part of it. He has pledged to develop a new set 
of tactics. But there is a harder part that the people can’t simply 
sit back and let Jack do. We've done that too long already. 

The reason Cubans stand still for communism has a cause deeper 
than the fear of police, the dread of the village informer, and the 
terror of Castro’s efficient tanks, though all are trademarks of com- 
munism’s skill at crushing dissent once tyranny achieves its hold. 

And the reason America failed the brave revolutionaries of Giron 
Beach lies deeper than the faulty intelligence and the poor military 
estimates that CIA and the Joint Chiefs gave to Kennedy, and for 
which some heads, including even that of Allen Dulles, may yet roll. 

The deep-lying reason why Castro keeps his hold, and where 
this great free land of ours has suffered multiplying reverses, can 
be helped but it cannot be fixed by more efficient application of 
force, because the basic failure is one of expression and example, 
not of power. 

We have got to get it across to distressed peoples that freedom 
is not simply the freedom of big money to exploit little men behind 
the screen of a venal government. This is what Cubans rebelled 
against under Castro’s leadership. They don’t want it back. They 
want a better freedom than that. But America has not adequately 
expressed what this better freedom is.

The President has recognized it 
and vowed to correct it. But the expression he seeks must be an 
expression of the American people, and we have been too comfortable. 
We have not cared enough about our own ideals. We have got to 
care deeply again about freedom ourselves, and speak of it to the 
world’s people with passion and without selfishness.

The official Soviet statements on the subject of Cuba contained, 


among their many distortions, 


two that deserve particular attention 


since they refer to the broad spectrum of Soviet policy. 


Premier Khrushchev's message 
to President Kennedy declared 
that ‘“‘we are sincerely interested 
in a relaxation of international 
tension.’’ How can he expect even 
the most naive to believe that this 
is true—except on the Soviet 
Union's terms—in the light of Kus- 
sian behavior ever since Presi- 
dent Kennedy has assumed office” 
In Laos the Soviet government has 
stalled for weeks on the issue of a 
cease-fire while continuing to pro- 
vide arms and other assistance 
for the rebel forces. In the United 
Nations the Soviet Union has heen 
carrying on a campaign to rule or 
ruin that institution. At the Ge- 
neva negotiations for a ban on nu- 
clear tests the new Soviet pro- 
posals, going beyond any previous 
demands, have bitterly disap- 
pointed all who are sincerely look- 
ing for a formula on which to 
reach agreement. And everywhere 
in the non-Communist world the 
Soviet Union is_ supporting 
stepped-up subversion. 

The Soviets also declared that 
“every people has the right to live 
as it wants, and no. state has the 


’ 


right to impose its way of life on 
other peoples.”’ In the years im- 
mediately following World War 
I] the Soviet Army brotight with it 
the forcible imposition of Commu- 
nist rule throughout Eastern 
Kurope. From 1948 to 1953 the So- 
viet government and its puppets 
carried on relentless 
propaganda and economic warfare 
against Yugoslavia for asserting 
its independence. After forcing 
communism on North Korea the 
Soviet government warmly hacked 
North Korea's armed aggression 
against South Korea in the early

fifties. Soviet troops and tanks 
put down the revolt of the East 
German people in June, 1953; 


Khrushchev himself threatened to 
use his army against Poland in 
October, 1956, and shortly there- 
after did use his troops—Russian 
Soviets troops—to drown the Hun- 
garian revolution in blood in the 
streets of Budapest.

Young couples with their first 
homes buy 10-foot-tall silver ma- 
ples and about-to-bear apple 
and peach trees as casually as 
they buy a hen to bake for Sun- 
day dinner or a head of lettuce. 
Sometimes these trees cost very 
little more. They put Confed- 
erate jasimine and flowering al- 
mond in the budget along with 
peat moss and sheep manure. 

Even if you aren't in the 
market for a peach orchard or a 
package of morning glory seeds, 
the plant nurseries are fun to 
visit on the weekend. When 
there’s a big sale on the traffic 
gets so thick policemen have to 
take over and direct the park- 
ing. Some of them have loud 
speaker systems over which 
they play Viennese waltzes and 
hill billy tunes, liberally sea- 
soned with medicine show type 
sales pitches such as: ‘“‘Only a 
few pyracanthas left, folks! 
Better hurry over to the east 
shade house and get yours 
now!”’ 

And the folks hurry. Women 
in pedal pushers and men in 
shorts and sport shirts push lit- 
tle grocery store carts through 
the house plant department and 


the bedding plant flats. They | 


bring the children and grandpa 
and grandma and you hear fine 
scraps of conversation. ‘‘Linda, 
get out of that lugustrum!”’.. . 
‘‘Mother, do you remember the 
tea olive that we had by the 
front gallery at home?” I like 
to watch the faces and the 
hands of folks shopping for trees 
and flowers. Here, if any- 
where, is love and optimism.

lanta Journal. 


The ACCG meeting will be 
held in all Georgia districts ex- 
cept the Atlanta area's Fifth, 
Healan said. They will begin 
late this month or early next 
month, he said. 


WITH DR. ELINBURG 


Healan appeared on the pro- 
gram with Dr. W. A. Elinburg, 
a Gwinnett County commissioner. 


Healan said 14 Georgia coun- 
ties already have had some type 
of tax revaluation, and 27 have 
inquired about getting state aid 
for reappraisals. 


The Sstate Revenue department 
is setting up procedures, forms 
and regulations for the revalua- 
tion loans, Healan said. He pre. 
dicted that the regulations should 
be ready by May 1. 


1 OR 2 MISTAKES 


Healan expressed confidence 
that Gov. Ernest Vandiver will 
provide surplus funds to finance 
the reappraisal loans if the 
money becomes available. The 
contingency section of the state 
budget provides $1 million for tax 
equalization loans. 


Healan said the state regula- 
tions will set up minimum re- 
quirements for reappraisal firms 
hired by counties receiving the 
State’s tax equalization loans. 
Healan said there is some evi- 
dence that one or two ‘‘mistakes’’ 
have been made in selecting per- 
sons to handle revaluation pro- 
grams. 


AID TO INDUSTRY 


Elinburg said tax equalization 
helps in attracting industry be- 
cause industries want to pay their 
fair share of taxes based on 
‘‘true’’ values. When Gwinnett 
County revised its tax digest, 
Elinburg said, the county's prop- 
erty tax rate was shaved from 
9942 mills to 36 mills. 


Elinburg said Gwinnett’s equali- 
zation program turned up 800 
parcels of property that weren’t 
even on the tax books. 


Elinburg and Healan were in- 
terviewed by Reese Cleghorn.

“Too long,” he added, ‘“‘we have 
fixed our eyes on traditional mili- 
tary needs, on armies prepared 
to cross borders, or missiles 
poised for flight. We intend to re- 
examine and reorient our forces, 
our tactics and our institutions 
for astruggle in many ways 
more difficult than war.”

CIA’S FUNCTIONS 


The CIA did not come into be- 
ing until after World War II. It 
was created by the National Se 
curity Act of 1947. Its statutory 
functions are: 


1. To advise the National Se- 
curity Council ‘a committee of 
the cabinet dealing with the high- 
est defense and foreign-policy 
questions) on intelligence m at- 
ters related to national security. 


2. To make recommendations to 
the National Security Council for 
coordination of intelligence activi- 
ties of other departments and 
agencies of the government. 


3. To correlate and evaluate in- 
telligence and provide for its 
distribution to authorized per- 
sons within the government. 


4. To perform for the benefit 
of the intelligence agencies of 
the other departments such ‘‘ad- 
ditional services’ as the Na- 
tional Security Council deter- 
mines can be accomplished more 
effectively by central control. 


5. To perform “other functions’’ 
and duties relating to national 
security intelligence as the Na- 
tional Security Council may direct. 

The training, arming and mas- 
ter-minding of the Cuban exer- 
cise was one of these ‘‘addition- 
al services’ or ‘other functions”’ 
assigned to the CIA in addition 
to its job of “correlating and 
evaluating’ the intelligence for 
that operation.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Sen. Hubert H. Humph- 
rey, D-Minn., said Sunday the Soviet Union is ahead of 
the United States in ability to control the fight of space 
rockets as well as in the thrust of rocket engines. 


Humphrey, the assistant Senate | 
Democratic leader, exhorted 
Americans to abandon any ‘‘coun- 
try club, leisure time attitude” 
and buckle down to the space job 
that confronts them. He said one | 
of the great needs is for the | 
people to feel a sense of urgency. | 
' Declaring that Soviet Premier. 
Nikita Khrushchev was “riding 
high today,”” Humphrey said the 
United States could overcome its 
space deficiencies—but only when 
Americans realize they are in the 
fight of their lives. 


The senator appeared on a tele- 
vision program. 


Humphrey said repeatedly that 
Americans will have to more than 
redouble their efforts if they hope 
to overtake Russia in spectacular 
space flights. 


“When Americans are primar- 
ily concerned about luxury and 
leisure and do not understand 
that we are in the fight of our 
lives, when most Americans fail 
to understand that this 
keeps, we are not going ahead 
and we are not going to even 
compete well,” he said. 


Humphrey said the Soviets 
“don’t surpass us in everything 
...we are far ahead in many 
areas, in more areas than the 
Soviet.” 


But he said Russia :s ahead in 
engine thrust and control mechan- 
isms. He stressed that the latter 
was very important because once 
an object was fired into space 
“‘you have to be able to control 
yg 


Humphrey, chairman of the 
Senate disarmament subcommit- 
tee, also said that Soviet space 
achievements had weakened the 
U. S. position at the nuclear test 
ban talks in Geneva. 


He said this was’ because 
Khrushchev “‘is filled with confi- 
dence, he is oozing it.’’ Added 
Humphrey: “And _ interestingly 
enough from a political point of 
view, a competent man has a 
psychological advantage.”’

Is Busy! 


WASHINGTON (WNS) — Typ- 
ical of the tempo on the new 
frontier is the speed with which 
White House telephone opera- 
tors are now working to handle 
the calls that come in daily to 
President Kennedy, his family, 
and his staff. 


The switchboard at the White 
House receives an average of 
10,000 calls a day now com- 
pared with the daily average of 
between 6,500 and 7,500 during 
the eight years of President 
Eisenhower’s administrations. 


Several times since Jan. 20, 
so many calls have come in to 
NAtional 8-1414 at one time that 
the equipment was overloaded 
and telephone men had to be 
summoned to restore service. 


Not all the calls are for the 
new President, however. Much 
as he has been in the news 
since his inauguration, there are 
still people who do not know 
the White House has undergone 
a change of occupants. 

Proof of this are the almost 
daily telephone calls asking for 
President Eisenhower. “And,” 
said Grace Earle, chief opera- 
tor, “‘they are quite surprised 


that he isn’t in the White 
House.” 
“We ask, ‘Do you want to 


speak to former President Ei- 
senhower?’ and they say, ‘Why, 
isn’t he still in the White 
House?’ " Miss Earle related. 

Many callers ask to speak to 
President Kennedy but none get 
directly to him. They are asked 
what they want and are then 
channeled to some member of 
his staff. “If the callers are too 
insistent, they try to talk them 
into writing a letter,’ Miss 
Earle said.

1. Wind satin ribbon around 
handle tightly, overlapping the 
edges, as shown. Tack at each 
end and tie a bow at each side. 


2. For Quilted lining, measure 
width and length at inside bot- 
tom of basket. Add 3 inches to 
each measurement. Cut one 
piece of any cotton fabric and 
2 pieces of flannel this size. 
Place 3 pieces together with 
cotton on bottom. Quilt, using 
quilting attachment. 

$. Measure inside depth of 
basket and add 3 inches. Cut 
one piece of cotton and two 
pieces of flannel this size. Quilt 
as before. 


4. Stitch quilted bottom piece 
to side piece. Place inside bas- 
ket allowing excess to overlap 
over top edge of basket. Make 
a slit in lining at each side to 
fit around handle. 


5. Bind raw edge of lining 
with bias binding. Bind all

NEW YORK (#—The. hurdles a 
company must clear to get its 
stock listed for trading on the 
New York Stock Exchange were 
raised Friday. 

Under new rules adopted by 
the exchange board of governors, 
a company must have 500,000 
common shares in general circu- 
lation. 


In addition, either the stock or 
net tangible assets applicable to 
the stock must have a total mar- 
ket value of $10 million. 


The former requirements were 
400,000 shares and $8 million. 


G. Keith Funston, exchange 
president, said standards were 
reviewed in the light of the up- 
ward trend in securities values 
since 1958 and problems of main- 
taining a fair and orderly market. 


He said other original listing 
standards showed no need for 
change. One calls for at least 
1,500 round-lot holders and demon- 
strated earning power of $1 mil- 
lion net annually. A _ round-lot 
holding usually is in multiples of 
100, but may be 10 or 25 shares. 


Funston announced somewhat 
corresponding amendments to 
standards for suspension in the 
case of an already listed security.

nominations. 


The purpose of classification 
is to discourage groups from 
seeing films which, in the 
classifier’s judgment, would 
have harmful or disturbing ef- 
fects. 


One school, which includes 
Schary, holds that any classifi- 
cation of films into categories 
for example, by age, would be 
wrong, primarily because it is 
a form of censorship. 

Preminger and others regard 
it as both good and necessary, 
because of a sense of responsi- 
bility for what is presented to 
audiences and to prevent cen- 
sorship from outside the film in- 
dustry. 

The studio audience attending 
the television debate will in- 
clude motion picture actors and 
actresses, executives of film 
studios, distributors, exhibitors 
and film critics. 


Schary is now celebrating his 
28th year in the entertainment 
industry as a writer, producer 
and director in Hollywood and 
on Broadway. He has been an 
executive vice president in 
charge of production at MGM 
and RKO studios. 

Preminger, who will present 
the affirmative case, also is at 
home in Hollywood and Broad- 
way. Since he came to the 
United States from his native 
Austria in 1936 he has produced 
ag and acted in films and 
Pp. 

His films include ‘‘The Moon 
Is Blue,” which precipitated a 
censorship battle in 1953; ‘‘Car- 
men Jones,” “The Man With 
the Golden Arm,” “Anatomy of 
a Murder” and ‘‘Exodus.”
